Hon. Thomas Gahan, national commit- 
teeman from Illinois, in an open letter 
today to the leaders of the Altgeld ele- 
ment of the party, explains his reason 
for declining to attend the auditorium 
meeting of next Thursday night and by 
indirection appeals to his colleagues of 
the national committee to refrain from 
attending the Altgeld meeting. Interest 
is added to the occasion by the report 
of Governor Altgeld’s friends that Bryan 
some days ago accepted an invitation to 
address the meeting. 

The letter of National 
Gahan follows in full: 

“Chicago, Ill., July 18, 1899.—The Com- 
mittee on Arrangements, Auditorium 
Meeting of July 2th, 1241 Unity Building, 
Chicago—Gentlemen: I am just in receipt 
of your letter of July 7th tendering me 
box No. 31 for auditorium meeting of 
July 20th. 

“The published statements of the chair- 
man of your committee has made it 
manifest that this invitation is not ten- 
dered in good faith and not.one which 
any believed in the integrity of democrat- 
je organizations could be expected to 
accept, and ordinarily a mere declina- 
tion of the box tendered me would suf- 
fice; but since I am informed by the 
daily press that a large number of invi- 
tations have been sent by your commit- 
tee to members of the national commit- 
tee, I feel it my duty as a democratic na-

‘tional committeeman from the state of 


Illinois to give you and the public the 
reasons which make it impossible that I 
could accept this invitation without stult- 
ifying the democratic party of the state 
of Illinois and committing an injustice 
to the democratic party of Cook county. 
Objected to Personnel of Committee. 


“The membership of your committee on 
arrangements, on whose behalf this invi- 
-tation is tendered me, shows that in its 
personnel this committee is entirely com- 
posed of gentlemen who, in April last, 
opposed the regular democratic candidate 
for mayor and other charter officers of 
the city of Chicago and did al) in their 
power to bring about the defeat of the 
regular democratic ticket and the elec- 
tion of the regular republican’ ticket 
at that election. Strange as it may ap- 
pear to those from abroad, an examina- 
tion of the members of the other com- 
mittees arranging the proposed meeting 
at the auditorium shows that every mem- 
ber of the several auxiliary committees

GORMAN’S VIEWS ON SILVER. 


Col. Victor Baughman Gives Mary- 
lander’s Idea of the Question. 


Chicago, July 18.—Colonel L. Vuctor 
Baughman, of Frederick, Md., was the 
first of the eastern politicians to arrive 


in Chicago today for the meeting of the 
national democratic committtee. Colonel 
Baughman is the political representative 
of Senator Arthur P. Gorman and holds 
his proxy as a national committeemaan., 

In an interview tonight Colonel Baugh- 
man said: 

‘‘As to Senator Gorman’s views on sliiver 
and his attitude toward the last demo- 
cratic platform, I would say that the 
senator is a man who never hesitates to 
express his own views upon all great 
public questions and while he may have 
taken issue with his friends in the last 
campaign and thought it unwise to force 
such issues on the party, he was at least 
loyal to the nominee of the party and 
carried out the teachings of democracy 
by tendering his aid and support to the 
ticket. 

‘Frankly, I will say that I do not think 
silver is the most important issue. That 
great question was submitted for arbitra- 
tion before the American people and de- 
cided adversely. At this time I. am un- 
able to see the necessity”° of again de- 
manding that it should be the leding issue 
There are more momentous questions to 
consider, questions of government. policy 
in which the people are deeply interested 
at this time. 

“The growth of illegal trusts and mo- 
nopolies must be questions without inter- 
fering with legal investments of capital. 
While labor should be protected, we can- 
not deprive labor of the aid and assist- 
ance of capital. This should be the time 
for conservative men to show their in- 
terest in trying to harmonize the con- 
flicting elements in the councils of the 
party. It is no time for recriminations. 
It would be best to let the dead past 
bury its dead and realize the demands of 
the great fight before us,”’ 

When asked whether Senator Gorman 
was a candidate for the presidency, he 
said that was too far away for present 
consideration, but that it could never be 
told what might develop in a year.

Corporation Commission Refuses the 
Plea of Railroad Companies. 


MATTER CARRIED INTO COURT 


Asset Value of Railway Properties 
Is Increased in the State. 


THREE LINES JOIN IN SEEKING RELIEF 


Judge of United States Court Stops 
the Work of State Officers and 
Sets Date of Hearing. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
corporation commission decided last week 
that 
way 


its increase of asset value of rail- 
property from thirty-two to forty 
millions must stand, and overruled the 
exceptions filed by the Atlantic coast line, 
Southern and Seaboard Air-Line, upon 
which roads practically the entire in- 
crease falls. 

These three systems have now invoked 
the aid of the federal court, and Judge 
Simonton has granted a restraining or- 
der returnable before him at Asheville 
September 13th. This was today served 
on the corporation commissioners, their 
clerk and the state auditor and treasurer. 

The complaint on which the restraining 
is issued seta forth that rallway 
property is assessed by the corporation 
commissicn at its rea! or more than its 
real value, while other property in the 
state is assessed at only 60 per cent of 
its actual value, and that hence the new 
assessment of railway property is an 
unjust and unfair discrimination. It also 
sets forth that the act creating the cor- 
poration commission did give it power 
to originally’ assess property. 

On these complaints Judge Simonton 
issued three orders in the case of each 
road, first for bidding the corporation 
commission to certify the new assess- 
ment to the state auditor and treasurer; 
second, prohibiting the auditor and treas- 
urer from collecting taxes on the new. 
assessment: third, that the three roads 
named must pay taxes on last year's 
assessment. The bond of each road is 
fixed at $10,000.

INJUNCTION AGAINST MINERS. 


Court Enjoins Them from Interfer- 
ring with the Coal Companies. 

Fort Scott, Kas., July 18.—Judge Wil- 
liams, in the federal court today, after 
listening to arguments for many hours, 
granted injunctions against President 
Wright, of the fourteenth district of the 
United Mine Workers of America, against 
the executive board in charge of the 
southeast Kansas strike, and against 
every union miner. 

The right of speech and inducement was 
defendant who fought | 
the injunction hard. One of the coal com- 
panies sought by motion to have the 
United Mines Workers’ union declared an 
illegal organization. The defendants and 
all other persons who may combine, con- 
federate or conspire with they are severe- 
ly and collectively enjoined from inter- 
fering with, hindering, boycotting, ob- 
structing the business of the coal com- 
panies or from entering on the premises 
or congregating near their property of 
from threatening, intimidating, boycotting 
or molesting any employee of the com- 
panies. The strikers, by their attorneys, 
made an especial plea to have the ex- 
ecutive board exempted from an injuncd 
tion, but the court said they were ones 
above all other to be enjoined. President 
Wright and Joseph Boston,of Dugoin, IIl., 
members of the national committee stated 
after the decision that the injunction 
would in no way affect the strike, that 
it was becoming effective more and more

FOUR PASSENGERS INJURED. 
Illinois Central Southbound Flyer 
Jumps the Track. 

St. Louis, July 18.—The southbound flyer 
on the Illinois Central railroad which left 
here at 9 o'clock this morning was wreck- 
ed at Lonzberg, Ill., thirty-three miles 
from here, today, resulting in the death 
of Fireman Thomas Jones and the injury 
to four passengers, one of whom was 
fatally hurt.

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CLANS GATHERING 
FOR A FINISH FIGHT 
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The Philpot-GriMle Conflict Filled Three 
New Graves. 


THREE MEN BADLY WOUNDED 


Factions Are Drawing Friends and 
Supporters for Another Battle. 


BLOOD SPILLING IS NOW PROBABLE 


Fight Was Brought on by the Grif- 
fins, Who Got Decidedly the 
Worst of It. 


London, Ky., July 18.—Today’s news 
from Clay county confirms last night's 
report of the Philpot-Griffin fight, and 
while reducing the number of fatalities, 
gives details which emphasize the horri- 
ble ferocity of the conflict. Three men, 
all of the Griffin faction, were killed tn 
yesterday's fight, three were fatally 
wounded and two were seriously hurt. 

Messengers from Manchester today re- 
port the situation more threatening than 
ever because of the spread of the feud 
to the familles not heretofore directly 
concerned. The Chadwells and Barnetts 
are said to be joining the Griffins and 
Morrises, while the Philpots, in them- 
selves the strongest faction, are gather- 
ing their followers from neighboring dis- 
tricts in expectation that their antago- 
nists, who were worsted in yesterday's 
battle, will seek an early opportunity for 
revenge. 

A number of inquiries have been re- 
ceived here from Frankfort today and 
the state officials have been informed by 
their correspondents of the state of af- 


fairs. Early action by Governor Bradley 
is expected, 
Detailed reports of yesterday’s fight 


brought by messenger from Manchester 
are to the effect that early in the morn- 
ing the Philpots, with Ed Fisher, who 
is a nephew of G. V. Philpot, started to 
the woods on a logging expedition. They 
were met by Deputy Sheriff Wash 
Thacker, who served a warrant on Rob- 
ert Philpot. He was taking Philpot’s 
bond when Aaron Morris and the Griffins 
who seemingly had been following the 
Philpots, came up on horseback from a 
by-road. Robert Philpot was signing the 
bond when Morris, taking deliberate aim 
with a winchester, shot him in the back 
while he was in a stooping posture. Phil- 
pot fell to the ground, clutching the pen 
and paper. Peter Philpot, who stood 
on a wagon near by, sent a bullet into 
Morris's head, tearing off the toff of it, 
but Morris did not fall from his saddle 
until two other shots hd passed through 
his body. The firing then became gen- 
eral and did not cease until every man 
Was protrate, dead or wounded, except 
Peter Philpot, who was not hurt, 

When it ended, Aaron Morris, William 
Griffin and Green Griffin were found to 
have been killed. Ed Fisher, Hugh Grit- 
fin and Robert Philpot were suffering 
from serious injuries. Ed Fisher was 
riddled with bullets. George Philpot was 
shot twice, once through the body and 
once through the thigh. One of the 
wounded Griffins who had been shot 
through both thighs, was arrested and 
placed in Manchester jail. Alex Fisher 
was shot through the shoulder, but will

CANNON PLEADS GUIL'TY. 


President of the Mormon Church An- 
ticipates His Punishment. 

Salt Lake, Utah, July 18—Angus M. 
Cannon, president of the Salt Lake state 
of Zion, charged with polygamy, entered 
a formal plea of guilty before Judze 
Norwell in the third district court today, 


and Thursday next was named as the 
day for sentence.

New York, July 19.—3 a. m.—An attempt 
was made to blow up the elevated struc- 
ture at Fiftn avenue an@ Thirty-fifth 
street in Brooklyn early this morning. 
The police say that it was the work of 
strikers or sympathizers. 

One of the pillars of the structure was 
shattered by the explosion of dynamite 
at 1:10 a. m. The entire base of the 
pillar was blown to pieces and the sides 
of the pillar severa} feet up were torn 
away. Several pieces of steel were thrown 
through neighboring houses. One piece 
of large nearly an inch in thick- 
ness, was blown through the brick wall 
of a house at the corner of Thirty-fourth 
street and Fifth avenue. Another was 
blown through a house at the corner of 
Thirty-fourth street and Fourth avenue, 
while stil} another dashed thraugh the 
iron railing of the Greenwood sub-ceme- 
tery. 

Several policemen who were on duty 
in the vicinity hurried to the scene of the 
explosion, which was heard for a long 
distance, but no arrests were made. The

explosion caused a delay in the running 
of trains oevr the Fifth avenue line for 
a time, and extra guards were sent out 
to watch the structure. 

Fortunately, no one was injured.

No cars were run overthe Flatbush ayve- 
nue lines to Brighton Beach and the pat- 
rons of the race track were forced to 
take steam cars over the old railroad 
routes or the Franklin avenue ond Smyh 
street trolley cars, which are not under 
the strikers’ Dan. 

Great difficulty was experienced by the 
management in running cars over the 
Nassau system and a liberal estimate of 
the cars run over the Nassau lines would 
be about W per cent of the regular num- 
ber. 

The Fifth and Seventh averue lines 
were frequently blockaded and the com- 
pany did not handle more than 15 per 
cent of the regular dally trafiic. The 
Douglass and Bergen street cars were run 
at intervals of fifteen and twenty min- 
utes, but each of the cars were manned 
by at least four policemen. 

During the day the police made several 
arrests of persons who interfered with 
the progress of the cars on the )assavu 
lines. A emall riot occurred a few min- 
utes after 6 o'clock, in which two men 
were painfully but not seriously hurt. 
A mob of some 40 persons attacked a 
Fifth avenue car on Its way into the 
city at Sixth street and Fifth avenue, 
and Motorman A. Latham and Conductor 
W. F. Mulcahy were pulled off the car 
and badly treated. Latham had his arm 
broken and Mulcahy received a fracture 
of the nose. 

Several persons who were in the neigh- 
borhood rushed to the assistance of the 
motorman and conductor afid frigchtened 
the crowd off, firing their revolvers in 
the air. Three arrests were tnade and in 
less than fifteen minutes the cars were 
running on a headway of eight minutes. 

It was rumored during the forenoon that 
trouble might be expected on the Union 
elevated railroads, but the engineers have 
been assured that their wages will not be 
reduced when the electric system is put 
in. About noon policemen were seni 
from headquarters to all the elevated 
road stations in the borough of Brook- 
lyn ,and by 1 o'clock there was a police 
officer on each of the up and down piat- 
forms. 

Master Workman Parsons and District 
Master Workman Pines were confident 
that the strikers would win the fight, but 
judging from the number of cars in opera- 
tion today, the assertion of the mana- 
gers that the strike would fizzle out seem 
to be well founded.

POSSE VISITS OUTLAWS’ CAMP. 
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Determined Men in Pursuit of Cim- 
marron Train Robbers. 
Springer, N. M., July 18.—The latest and 
most authentic account of the fight be- 
tween officers and train robbers at Cimar- 
ron shows that only one man, Sheriff 
Farr, was killed. His body was taken to 

Walsenburg today. 

Deputy Marshal Tove was critically 
wounded by a steel bullet striking a pock- 
et Knife in his pocket and driving it 
through his leg near the hip, inflicting a 
ghastly wound. John Smith, who volun- 
teered his services to Marshal Foraker 
received a flesh wound in the leg. The 
wounded men were taken to Cimarron. 

A posse visited the camp of the outlaws, 
which appears to have been their head- 
quarters for two months past, and found 
one of the outlaws’ horses killed and an- 
other so badly injured that they shot it 

The body of the outlaw McGinnis, who 
was supposed to have been kHled, cannot 
be found. It is certain that he is badly 
injured and was taken along with his 
partners, the three having only two horses 
between them to get away on.- Evidence 
was found at the outlaws’ camp showing 


conclusively that they were the Folsom 
train robbers.

HOSPITAL SHIPS ARE IMMUNE. 


Conference at The Hague Provides 
Immunity in Three Cases. 


Washineton, July 18.—The work accom- 
plished by The Hague conference, as rep- 
resented in the conventions and treaties 
which have just reached the state depart- 
ment, are divided into three classes. The 
first relates to the revision of the rules 
of war relative to the rescue of ship- 
wrecked and wounded persons in marine 
battles. Included under this general head 
is a provision for extending to hospital 
ships immunity from capture in three 
cases: First, in the case of official na- 
tional vessels under proper insignia; sec- 
ond, private hospital ships fitted out by 
benevolent persons: third, hospital ships 
fitted out by neutral powers, benevolent- 
ly inclined, for the rescue of wounded 
and shipwrecked sailors. 

Conventions relative to the revision and 
supplementing of rules for the conduct of 
war on land. 

These undertake to define who are and 
who are not proper combatants, and also 
provide for the proper treatment of pris- 
oners of war. 

The third class of conventions .contain 
articles looking to the peaceful adjust- 
ment of international differences, includ- 
ing a scheme for a permanent arbitration 
tribunal. All of these conventions are 
under careful scrutiny, and if they com- 
ply in terms with the brief synopsis al- 
ready furnished the government they 
will secure the adhesion of the state de- 
partment.

PECULIAR ASSERTIONS OF LEADER 


It Is Claimed That the Filipinos Had 
Every Reason To Expect That 
They Would Be Allowed 
To Govern Them- 
selves. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 18.—The Times 
tomorrow morning will publish an inter- 
view which took place may 18th at Sanis- 
idor, Luzon, between {ts special corre- 
spondent, Martin E. Tew, of the Thir- 
teenth Minnesota, detailed by General 
Wheaton as brigade interpreter, and Ma- 
jor Lorenzo L. Zialcita, leader of Agut- 
naldo’s cavalry, and one of the Filipino 
commissioners who went to General Otis 
with propositions for an armistice. 

Major Zialcita denied emphatically that 
Filipino officials had ordered the burning 
of Manila and the wholesale murder of 
Americans, and cited as proof that many 
Filipino officers were in Manila that night 
and were taken prisonera. 

He said the proclamation of General 
Otis, proclaiming himself governor gen- 
eral, had greatly incensed the Filipinos, 
but asserted that both the Filipino lead- 
ers and people believed the Americans had 
begun hostilities. Major Zialcita, speaking 
of the reputed promises of independence 
made prior to the fall of Manila. when 
asked by Mr. Tew, if, in their’ eagerness 
for independence the Filipinos had not 
misunderstogd ar misconstrued the lan- 
guage of American officials and officers, 
replied: 

“There is not the slightest mistake about 
this. Consul Wildman verbally made this 
statement to us and we had so much con- 
fidence in the good tntentions of the 
United States that to us it meant as 
much as if it had been delivered in writ- 
ing. 9 

“Besides, when we were in Cavite a 
number of us had the honor of entertain- 
ing General Anderson at the Atheno 
Rizal. This was before Manila was taken 
by your forces. General Anderson on 
this occasion made a speech in which he 
said that the Americans had not come 
here for the purpose of taking one foot 
of territory with the view of perma- 
nent possession, but for the purpose of 
giving the Filipinos their independence. 


American Officers at Celebration. 


"On September 2jst last year, on the 
oceasion of a flesta, a number of Amer- 
ican officers celebrated with us at the 
residence of Pedarno Pacheco and all ex- 
pressed the same sentiments. On many 
different oocasions we were told by men 
high in authority that Filipino independ- 
ence would be recognized."’ 

“What was the opinion of the Filipino 
leaders in regard to General Otis’s pro- 
Clamation of January 4th?” 

“That proclamation,”’ replied the major, 
“‘was decidedly 'bad and greatly incensed 
the people everywhere. It stated nothing 
clearly and promised nothing. It was non- 
committal on all points except that Otis 
declared himself governor general of the 
islands and that our country had been 
purchased from Spain. The Filipino peo- 
ple desired independence, not annexation.” 

On being asked if he really thought the 
Filipino people were sufficiently educat- 
ed to conduct the affairs of local and 
national government, the young Filipino 
leader replied: 

“Our people have always been misrep- 
resented, both by the local and foreiga 
press.. The friars are our worst enemies 
and have been active in this regard, as 
they have always tried to hold us in sub- 
jection. Educational affairs have hereto- 
fore been in their hands and it has serv- 
ed their purpose to prevent the people 
from beeoming too wise. But even at 
this, the vast majority of the people can 
read and write,’’* 

Major Zialcita was told that many peo- 
ple in the United States believed it a 
sacred duty for the United States to take 
possession of and govern the Philippines 
inasmuch as the natives were not capable 
of self-government. To this he replied: 

Wanted a Fair Trial. 

“This would have been a reasonable 
proposition if we had demonstrated, after 
a fair trial, that our government was in- 
adequate to protect life, property and 
personal rights. How could we prove our 
fitness or unfitness for self-government 
until we had been given an opportunity 
to show what we could do?’ 

Referring to the telegram of February 
th sent to Major General Otls, -relative 
to the order of the Filipino government 
to burn Manila and massacre the whites 
in the city, the Filipino emissary, with a 
flash of anger on his face, replied: 

“That was false, absolutely fatse. No 
such order was ever issued by officials 
at Malolos. If General Otis found any 
such written order it was the work of 
friars or some other enemy of ours. This 
is not a race war. We realize that in 
order to win we must have the support 
of civilized nations and must conduct our 
affairs accordingly.” 

Early in the following morning the com- 
missioners, under escort, started for Ma- 


nila to see General Otis. 
SAYS THEY ARE SCATTERED. 


Report from ~ General Otis Asserts 
That Filipinos Are Demoralized. 
Washington, July 18.—Th, following 

statement was given out this afternoon 

at the state department: 
“The state department yesterday fre- 
ceived from the Philipping commission 
an important dispatch conveying these 
facts: 

“By the co-operation of the military 
and the commission, municipal govern- 

ments have beep established in seven im- 
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portant towns in the provipces of Manila | 


and Cavite.These are working admirably, 
and one good effect of them is that con- 
siderable numbers of the insurgents are 
constantly deserting and coming in, 
some of them with arms. The system will 
soon be extended to other towns which 
are asking for it. Continued success in 
this direction will mean the beginning of 
the end. The commissioners state that 
the general situation is as described in 
the message of General Otis of the 26th 
of June, except that a number of ports 
in the southern part of Luzon, in Leyte 
and other islands to the south have since 
then been opened to trade. Dispatches 
from Dr. Schurman, on his return form 
his trip ahrough the southern part of 
the archipelag#, were of the same pur- 
port. A disposition to accept American 
sovereignty and te welcome our troops 
was everywhere manifested. 

“The report of General Otis of the 26th 
of June, referred to by Commissioner 
Denby in the above dispatch, stated that 
as a consequence of the rainy season, little 
island campaigning was now possible in 
Luzon, 

“*We occupy,’ sald General Otis, ‘a 
large portion of the Tagalo country. The 
lines stretch from Imus on the south to 
San Fernando on the north, nearly sixty 
miles eastward into the Laguna province. 
The insurgent armies have suffered great 
losses and are scattered.The only large 
force which holds together is about 4,000 
in Tarlac provincg and northern Pam- 
panga. There are scattered forces in 
bands of fifty and five hundred in other 
portions of Luzon. In Cavite and Ba- 
tangas provinces they could possibly as- 
semble as many as 2,000. They are de- 
moralized from recent defeat. The most 
of the people are terrorized by the insur- 
gent soldiers, and desire peace and Amer- 
ican protection. They no longer flee from 
our troops, unless forced by insurgents, 
but gladly welcome them. There has been 
no recent burning of towns. The popula- 
tion within our lines has become dense, 
taking up land cultivation extensively. 
They are kept out of Manila as much as 
possible, as the city population was be- 
coming too great to be cared for. The 
only hope of the insurgent leaders is in 
aid from the United States. This is the 
influence which enables them to hold out, 
Much contention prevails among them, 
and no civil government remains. The 
trade with ports not in our possession, 
the former source of insurgent revenues, 
is now interdicted.’ 

“General Otis doubted the wisdom of 
this policy, as people in those parts are 
without supplies or food, and the mer- 
chants suffering losses. He meditated at 
that time the restoration of trade privil- 
eges, although the insurgents might reap 
some benefit from it, a plan which has 
since ‘been partially carried into effect. 
The courts are in successful operation 
under the direction of able Filipinos. Af- 
fairs in the other islands are comparative- 
ly quiet, and awaiting results in Luzon. 
All are anxious for trade, and repeated 
calls for American troops are received. 
He is giving his attention to the Jvlo 
archipelago and the Palawan islands. 

“General Otis speaks of the general de- 
sire of the volunteers to re-enlist. He 
has provided for the enlistment of the 
two regiments which have been author- 
ized, and has asked permission to organ- 
ize a third regiment.”

Trath Concerning the Recent Matanzas

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INFLAMMATORY ADDRESSES ARE HURTFUL 


Literature Intended To Arouse Dis- 
satisfaction Is Being Circulated 
in Many Cuban Provinces. 


Havana, July 18.—The truth regardling 
the recent proclamation issued in Matan- 
gas shows that a regular revolutionary 
party has been established, with head- 
quarters in Havana, its object being to 
incite Cubans throughout the entire 
country. 

The party has agents in every 
city and also a junta in Mexico, one of 
the agents of which is now here. Ali this 
is perfectly well known to the authori- 
ties and no manifesto comes off the press 
without the government receiving a copy 
of it. 

Of course these inflammatory addresses 
are hurtful to the peace of the country, 
but it is generally considered that it 
would work more harm to arrest the lead- 
ers of the movement, who would undouDt- 
edly pose as martyrs, which is seemingly 
their desire, as though they must Know 
that their machinations are discovered, 
they persist in the agitation. Each pro- 
vince has or will have an address wide- 
ly circulated, signed by promi- 
nent name _ sufficiently common to be 
borne by many and thus to preVent tle 
accusation of forgery. 

One such appeal recently issued in the 
province of Santiago reads as follows: 
With my soul stirred with enthusi- 
asm by your dignified ac.ion under the 
humiliating conditions in which we 
are placed by the intervening €0v- 
ernment, I raise my voice to you, 
brave comrades, and obedient 
diers of the immortal Maceo, asking 
in glorious remembrance of his name, 
that you again swear you will die on 
the battlefield ‘before you will live iike 
miserable cowards, yoked and tied, 
like ihe disinherited offspring of our 
forefathers, allowing a perjured for- 
eign flag to float where our shores 
should be marked only by the biesseu 

emblem of the lone star.

‘Lessee Hanson of Central Railroad 


Presses Leads the Ferces, 


HE CLAIMS VICTORY 1S ASSURED 


| Farmers Are Said To Have Been Won 


Back to the Square Bale, but 
the Fight Will Be Kept 
Up by Those In- 
terested. 


Savannah, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
fight against the round bale has begun 
in earnest. The Georgia and Alabama 
Compress Association are conducting the 
fight and are meeting with much success 
in their movement. The Southern Com- 
press Association arrived at the conclu- 
sion last season that the best method 
of fighting the round bale is by securing 
the general adoption of the standarg 
Square bale, and in this conclusion they 
have the indorsement of the railroads, 
who fail to see any advantage to them 
to result from the general of the 
round bale. 

The fight is being conducted from Sa- 
vYannhah by €. C. Hanson, the lessee of 
the Central railroad presses, who is con- 
ducting the campaign for the Georgia 
and Alabama Compress Associations. 
Unless there is a sudden defection from 
the movement fully 50 per cent of 
the next season's cotton receipts at Sa- 
vannah will come in the shape of stand- 
ard bales. A quiet but very decided 
movement in the direction of the stand- 
ard bale has been going on for the last 
three or four months and the movement 
has now gained considerable headway. 
The movement was begun at the meet- 
ing of the Georgia Compress Associa- 
tion in Alabama last spring, when it was 
decided to begin a campaign in favor of 
the standard bale. A union was effected 
with the Alabama Compress A«xsocia- 
tion for this purpose and C. C. Hanson, 
of Savannah, was put in charge of the 
movement. As the lessee of the Central 
railroad presses in Georgia and Alaba- 
ma, Mr. Hanson was in a better position 
to direct the work effectively than al- 
most any man that could be named. 
Mr. Hanson today made the surprising 
Statement that boxes were being changed 
in the Savannah territory at the rate of 
fifty to one hundred a day. 

“A steady campaign to this end ha® 
been conducted for the last three or 
four months,” said Mr. Hanson. 
see I have a large office force here, which 
is chiefly engaged in correspondence on 
this subject. We have not depended upon 
correspondence, however, but have a 
number of men in the field who are en- 
gaged in interviewing the ginners per- 
sonally. We find this the best means of 
accomplishing results. It took some 
time to get the work under way. The 
country ginners were inclined to be sus- 
picious of the city men who came out 
to tell them what their own interests 
were, and it was not always easy to 
convince them that it was their inter- 
ests which were concerned rather than 
that of the compresses and‘ the rail- 
roads. The movement has gained con- 
siderable headway the last few weeks, 
however, and now the changes are be- 
ing made very rapidly. The work is being 
carried on in South Carolina as well as 
in Georgia and Alabama.’’

FATHER TRIES TO KILL SONS. 


Deranged Planter Attacks His Sleep- 
ing Boys with an Ax. 
Winder, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—G. M. 
Wheeler, a prominent farmer living 
ahout six miles north of this place, has 
been mentally unbalanced for some 
months.

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IV.—The Fossil World and How Man 
Came To Know It.

There may be something slighty mislead- 
ing in the title of this essay. T rather 
think there is. It pertaps suggests that 
the fossil world is a world or at least a 
region by itself far away from the abode 
of man, to be reached by some ‘‘Wonder- 
land’’ journey or Ly a trip with Jules 
Verne, or through an opening construct- 
ed a‘la Simmes into the very heart of the 
earth, 

The story we have te offer is no such 
Well-studied feast for the imaginative 
mind as these allusions would indicate; 
it is simply a cold collation of facts, 


served in the shade of one of the most 
recent offshoots of science. 

The branch or @fshoot of science here 
referred to is geology, and the facts relate 
to the extraordinary manner in which 
mankind in general has looked upon, and 
stranger still, continues to look upon fos- 
sil remains as they present themselves to 
view in this and foreign lands. 

Proctor has well said that it is a useless 
waste of time to search the archives of 
antiquity to try to discover the people who 
first took note of astronomical phenomena. 
But it is not so difficult a task to ascer- 
tain the names of the men or people who 
first comprehended clearly the principles 
of astronomy. So it is in geology, the 
science so largely based on fossil remains. 
In Egypt, India, the holy land, Greece, 
Italy and elsewhere in the old world, as 
well as along the Atlantic, gulf and Pacific 
borders of our own country, or wherever 
marine rocks of comparatively recent ori- 
gin occur, the fossils they bear are so 
plainly and abundantly displayed as to 
force themselves upon the attention of un- 
cultured or even but semi-civilized people. 

Long before the Christian era, Herodo- 
tus, Xenophanes, Aristotle and others 
pointed out the occurrence of sea shells 
high up on the flanks of the hills and at 
long distances from the sea. But it was 
many centuries after that era before the 
significance of fossils was well under- 
stood by a few of the brightest minds, and 
even now, in contradistinction to the gen- 
eral diffusion of astronomical principles, 
the vast majority of civilized man js in 
the same bewildered uncertainties regard- 
ing the meaning of the simplest geological 
phenomena as were the ancients centuries 
before Christ. Pe 

Let us here throw a few pictures on the 
screen of our imagination; pictures taken 
by the way, from real life. 

Leaning on a fence near a marl-pit or 
other excavation, natural or artificial, is 
a man of the last decade of the nineteenth 
century, who thas been attracted from his 
house to that quarter of his plantation by 
a peculiar pounding or pecking more or 
less akin to the sound of the ditch dig- 
ger’s pick as he loosens up the dirt be- 
neath his feet. He finds here not a ditch 
digger, but a what? A man, young, to Le 
sure, but old enough to know better, 
breaking off chunks of sandstone, clay and 
marl here and there, splitting other frag- 
ments and rapidly scanning their con- 
tents, selecting this, rejecting that, all 
with such an alr of seriousness that ex- 
pressions of pity, ridicule and wonder 
play by turns upon the bystander’s coun. 
tenance. Finally, umable to restrain mere 
curiosity any longer, and feeling the 
strength of his own position—being on his 
own plantation—he propounds the follow- 
ing questions: ‘‘Are you hunting for gold? 
Little shells or bones, did you say? Well, 
I declare! Do you reckon they ever were 
anything, ever really alive? Sea shells, 
did you say? How do you suppose they 
ever got way off here? Don’t you reckon 
they were left here in thme of the flood?’’ 


~ After spending at this locality all the 


time that the results seem to warrant, 
and having wrapped by itself in paper 
each choice shell like these (see Fig. 1) 
and others, and put them in his collecting 
sack, the geologist sets out for another 
exposure he has seen ,at a distance or 
has been referred to by some older worker 
in the same field. As ‘he walks along the 
dusty road with his nadir-seeking burden 
on his back, his thoughts turn from the 
heat of the day to the song of the bird, 
and finally to the questions of the well- 
meaning but ill-informed new acquaint- 
ance. ‘“‘Looking for gold?” a 
very natural indeed, and quite germane to 
modern times. But the other questions, 
yes, even the very order in which they 
were put, Lring to mind most vividly the 
headings of the great chapters in geolog- 
ical inquiry from the earliest Known his- 
toric records to the close of the eighteenth 
century. 

We now rap the floor with our wand as 
a signal to the man at the lantern to show 
us picture No. 2. 

Here we see another young geologist 
pounding to pieces fragments of rocks in 
a quarry in one of our northern states. 
You will notice on his face the same ex- 


amining every surface of each fragment 
opened up to his view by well-aimed blows 
from a heavy steel hammer. 

He is soon espied, and the men in the 
adjoining field rest for a time on their 
hoehandles and discuss the situation as

a hickory nut shell, there a basswood and 
here a walnut, and there, that looks like 
a butterfly: see his wings!’’ “‘These things 
just happened to be shaped that way when 
the stone was created; that fellow over 
there is looking for a mine of some kind 
or other: he wouldn’t work that way un- 
less he was getting good pay for it, I tell 
you,”’ said the first speaker. Then the 
dinner horn blew and the three field hands 
repaired to the house, where, after wash- 
ing by turns in the tin basin on the steps 
and carefully parting their locks before 
the cracked mirror tacked up by the 
kitchen door, they enter and after bless- 
ings take up the thread of neighborhood 
news where it was dropped at breakfast 
time, 

In the meantime the geologist takes out 
some paper from his collecting sack and 
proceeds to wrap up his finds. They in- 
clude these (Fig. 2) among many others. 

Another rap on the floor brings a third 
picture to the screen. 

Here you see a ditch is being dug for a 
sewer pipe from a nearby town through a 
swamp to a deep, slowly flowing creek.

MASTODON. 


In spite of the boss's command, ‘‘Work!”’ 
all hands are clustered about a skull of 
monstrous dimensions and strange ap- 
pearance, discussing earnestly whether it 
ever did belong to a real, sure-enough, 
live man, or if so, about what must have 
been his height. Other bones are found 
which are of easy identification—leg, fin- 
ger, arm bones, ribs, backbone and all. 
Finally a doctor comes along and agrees 
to remove the troublesome bones free of 
charge and his offer is gladly accepted. 

When resurrected in a nearby museum 
some time afterward the giant man of old 
looks like this: 

If time permitted we might rap for other 
slides, such, for example, as the one where 
the roots of coal plants are declared to be 
petrified rattlesnakes’ rattles, eyes, scales 
—all “‘preserved perfectly and admitting 
no doubt as to their identity,” or the one 
in which the coralline fossil archimedes 
is known to be a fish’s backbone: or the 
one that shows septaria are generally re- 
garded as petrified turtles: or the cast of 
the cockle-likée cucullaea is believed to be 
a petrified turtle’s head; but enough has 
been said to make the point clear we have

in mind~—viz., to show how prone is man- 
kind, even today, to interpret what he 
sees of the fossil world by the familiar ob- 
jects that surround him. Apparently it 
never occurs to him that the animals and 
plants of today, and, in fact, the very con- 
figuration of.the earth's surface, are the 
results of an infinite amount of past 
changing. Yet without this idea there is 
to him no fossil world, no geology, any 
more than there are landscapes for the 
blind or melodies for the deaf. 


Such Leing the general state of man's 
mind from the earliest historic times to 
the present, how came it that the true 
meaning of fossils was ever ascertained? 
Before explaining thow, let reference be 
made to certain facts brought out by the 
foregoing illustrations. Note that where 
fossils come from rocks belonging to com- 
paratively recent geological periods (ceno- 
zoic) they bear a resemblance to living 
forms. See Fig. 1. And that those from 
very old rocks (paleozoic) bear less or 
sometimes even no resemblance to living 
forms. See Fig. 2. The latter, although 
truly murine invertebrates, have, as we 
have already seen, been even referred to 
as nuts of living tres. 

Now it so ‘happens that among the ceno- 


'zoic fossils there are some which do not 


bear a strong resemblance to living forms. 
Agiain, in the paleozoic there arg those 
occasionally that do resemble recent spe- 
cies. But in an intermediate age, the so- 
called mesozoic, there is a wonderful com- 


| matnetiie of recent and extinct types of 


life. Such circumstances naturally lead 
the logical mind to conclude that in ages 
past there were forms. of life somewhat 
different or even very different from any 
now seen on the face of the earth. In 
other words, the idea of the extinction of 
species, genera, families and whole groups 
of living beings was too obvious to be 
overlooked by the more careful observers. 

Gesner, a Swiss botanist, published in 
1758 a treatise on fossils. He observed that 
in certain beds (cenozoic) the fossils re- 
semble ¢gecent forms, while in another 
group of rocks (mesozoic) the fossils were 
of unknown types, and if now living at all 
they inhabit distant seas. 

In 1790 William Smith, an English sur- 
veyor, published his “Tabular View of 
British Strata.” He differentiated his 
“strata” by means of the organic remains 
they severally contained, and thus, wheth- 
er fully comprehending the significance of 
fossils or not, brought them vividly to 
the notice of the scientific world by show- 
ing their importance in practical fleld ge- 
ology. 

While this work was going on in Eng- 
land Lamarck had been carefully studying 
describing and figuring the fossil shells 
from the Paris basin, and had referred 
many to living genera, though the species 
were for the most part distinct. Soon 
came the immortal works of Cuvier on the 
fossil vertebrates in the cenozoic rocks 
about Paris. Being a close student of 
comparative osteology, this author show- 
ed the affinities as well as the differences 
between the animals these bones once be- 
longed to and those inhabiting the earth 
today. 

At the beginning of the present century 
the fossil world was well Known to the 
few. Ever since that t!me new reports 
have appeared depicting its wonders. Let 
us then sincerely hope that before the 
close of the twentieth century the many 
may have grasped its salient features.

ARMED WITH PISTOL’ 
AND GUN THEY FIGHT 


Two Georgians Fight It Out While Wait- 
Ing for a Train. 


EACH FIRED TWO SHOTS 


Morris Opened the Battle and Quick- 
ly Met His Death. 


THE SLAYER HAS BEEN RELEASED 


Collins Is Said To Have Threatened 
the Dead Man’s Life, but He 
Was on the Defensive. 


Vidalia, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—An !n- 
quest was held today over the body of 
Jerry Morris, who was killed by Bill 
Collins here yesterday, and the evidence 
resulted in a verdict of justifiable homli- 
cide. 

It was shown that there had been bad 
blood betweén the two men for a long 
time and those on the inside were not 
surprised when the fatal encounter be- 
came known. Some time ago Collins had 
said that if Morris ever crossed his 
track he would shoot him down. 

When the shooting occurred Morris 
was on his way to the depot to take an 
excursion train to Savannah. As he ap- 
proached the depot he saw Collins with a 
double-barrel shotgun in his hand com- 
ing toward him. Remembering the threat 
attributed to Collins he called out: 

“I hear you are going to kill me on 
sight. I am going over the railroad track 
and if you raise that gun I'll shoot you 
down.” 

As Morris spoke he jerked from his 
pocket a thirty-eight calibre pistol and 
covered Collins, who stopped and began 
to deliberately raise his gun, and as he 


had it nearly to his snoulder Morrts fired 
but without effect. 

Morris was standing on the ground 
close to the depot platform, and Collins 
was just across the corner. As soon as 
Collins’s gun was in position he fired, 
without hitting Morris, except with one 
shot, which split the forefinger of his right 
hand. Morris fired again, but the bail 
struck the ground a short distance from 
him, showing that he had been disabled. 
Having shot the second time, Morris tipn- 
ed and ran toward the far end of the 
platform. Then Collins :§epped areund 
from behind the corner, so as to get an 
unobstructed view of the fleeing Morfis, 
took deliberate aim and fired. Morris 
fell, face downward. 

As Collins stepped around the platform 
to get the second shot at Morris, S. A. 
Braswell, who had charge-of Morris's mar- 
ket for some months, and who seemed 
to have some connection with the mat- 
ter, stepped in tne store and grabbed Mor- 
ris’s double-barreled shotgun, which was 
loaded with No. 6 shot,. and as: Collins 
shot Morris with nine buckshot, Braswell 
shot Collins with the No. 6. 

Collins did not fall, but called to some 
one that Braswell had killed him. 

The sheriff took charge of Collins, who 
expressed a desire to g0 to Lyons, 
six miles helow here, to Dr. McLeod to 
have the birdshot picked out of him, ani 
Sheriff McGregor and S. J. Meadows ac- 
companied him there and returned with 
him uatout 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Braswell has not been heard of since 
the shooting. 

The body of Morris was carried to the 
courthouse to await the arrival of the 
coroner. Collins was placed in the lock- 
up and guarded, 

At the inquest the only eyidence was 
that afforded by those wiuo saw the shoot- 
ing and Collins was released and is still 
in towWn.

WAS STRUCK IN THE EYE AND BACK 


Complainant Declares the Accident 
Was Due to the Negligence 
of the Company.

Macon, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—George 


Thomas & Clawson, filed suit in the 
United States court today against the 
Southern Railway Company for $10,000. 
His petition alleges that on August 1”, 
1898, he was a car coupler on the South- 
ern Railway Company; that on that day 
he was making a coupling at the ‘“‘scale 
yard” in Macon and a flat car loaded with 
lumber was being pushed back by the en- 
gines; that he was walking along by the 
track ahead of the flat car in order to 
make the coupling; that the flat car was 
improperly loaded; that aS he furned to 
look back to see if fhe car was moving 
properly the projecting lumber struck him 
in the eye, injuring him very severely, and 
that he will likely lose the eye entirely: 
that after making the coupling on ac- 
count of his injury he could not get out 
of the way and was struck again a few 
minutes later by the lumber and was in- 
jured in his back.

In commenting yesterday on Colonel 
McClure’s curious effort to connect 
the democratic party in some measure 
with the failure of our troops thus far 
to round up and capture Aguinajdo, we 
failed to emphasize the fact that this 
queer mixture of lecture and stump 
speech had been taken over and prac- 
tically indcrsed by The Washington 
Post.

Ways some other explanation. Ina dif- 
ferent mood Editor Weightman would 
have impaled Colonel McClure’s de- 
liverance on his pen; would have 
exposed all its loose joints and pro- 
tested against the injustice. 

For, read between the lines, Colonel 
McClure’s article loses its aspect of 
fatherly advice altogether and takes 
the shape of intimation and insinua- 
tion. The impression it conveys may be 
best expressed in the inquiry, way 
should advice so singular in its nature 
be offered to the party unless there is 
an alarming necessity for it? Far be it 
from us to impute motives to the ven- 
erable editor; without questioning his 
intentions, we may say that if The 
Constitution desired to stir suspicion 
against an organization, and still not 
attack it openly, its line would be pre- 
cisely that which Colonel McClure has 
pursued. Politically speaking, he has 
a perfect right to pursue that line. He 
has not been in love with the demo- 
cratic party since it made its doc- 
trines so clear that trimmers and time- 
eervers could not abide it. Since 1896, 
Colonel McClure has not made himself 
conspicuous as a democrat, but has, on 
the contrary, given aid and comfort to 
the element which conceived it to be its 
duty to assist the republicans. 

Without questioning the sincerity 
or the earnestness of Colone|] Mc- 
Clure, we may say that he has 
mo desire to see the democratic 
party succeed. We mean, of course, the 
democratic party which, resisting the 
pressure and influence of its opponents, 
spoke for the people's interests in the 
Chicago platform, the party which 
nominated Mr. Bryan. There is no other 
democratic party in this country.

The Philadelphia editor thinks 
Aguinaldo is powerful enough to make 
and*unmake parties, and he says that 
“if the democrats would hope to make 
a successful battle in 1900, they must 
take prompt measures (to prevent 
Aguinaldo from pleading their cause 
before his murderoug barbarians in the 
Philippines.” ‘This is a very large or- 
der indeed, and to carry it out requires 
something more than editorial articles, 
speech-making and interviews with re- 
porters, 

On the other hand, General Fun- 
ston, the most famous fighter develop- 
ed by the outbreak in Luzon, is credit- 
ed with views that are not essentially 
different from those of Mr. Bryan. 
Our consu) at Hong Kong, Mr. Wild- 
man, hag recently talked with General 
l-unston, and the latter deciares that, 
at this juncture, when the rainy sea- 
son has put an end to active opera- 
tions, ‘‘there should be a little 
gunpowder and more diplomacy.” This 
man, who has won fame in fighting 
the Filipinos, says that “a little dipilo- 
macy at this time would go a long way 
toward settling the trouble and bring- 
ing peace and consequent prosperity 
to these unfortunate islands.” 

Now, General l°unston is a republican, 
and the hardest fighter on the firing 
line, but it is his opinion, frankly giv- 
en. that the retention of the islands 
will benefit nobody but the big syndi- 
cates and capitalists. That, indeed, in 
some minds, May be a reason for re- 
taining them, but General lunston 
is a republican and he is opposed to 
that policy. Moreover, he is distin- 
guished as a fighter, but declares 
that he is ‘“‘almost a ‘peace at any 
price’ man.”’ ) 

Meanwhile, Senator Hoar. ex-Secre- 
tary Boutwell, the Garrisons and:-manby 
other prominent and influential repub- 
lican leaders, are not only comparing 
Aguinaldo to George Washington, but 
are actually confusing the effort of the 
government to put down strife in the 
islands with another and a wholly dif- 
ferent question—the question of im- 
perialism, so-called. The whole move- 
ment to withdraw our troops from 
Luzon and turn the islands over to a 
chaos worse than anarchy, in the 
course of which thousands of Chris- 
tians would be murdered in cold blood, 
Was begun under the auspices of prom- 
inent leaders and has been engineered 
by those who have held or still hold 
high official positions conferred on 
them by virtue of the republicanism. 

()n the other hand, we learn from 
The Washington Post that the views

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Gold Certificates. 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
is trying to impress treasury officials 
with the necessity of issuing gold certif- 
icates. Our contemporary has not been 
very successful thus far, but its ar- 
guments in favor of a renewal of the 
scheme are of imresistible force. 

In the first place, the provision of the 
law which permits banks to issue notes 
on the deposit of bonds is wholly out 
of date. Instead of increasing their 
circulation at a time when business is 
increasing (as The Journal of Com- 
merce puts it) “with unexampled ra- 
pidity,”’ it has the effect of decreasing 
it. In the second place, although 
the country has had large additions to 
its stock of gold, the increase has been 
of no benefit to business for the rea- 
son that “the entire commercial world 
is handling gold as little ag possible;”’ 
owing to reasons of economy, safety 
and convenience, paper is preferred. 

Consequently, The Journal of Com- 
merce urges the treasury to renew the 
issue of gold certificates. This, it is 
true, would not add to the total vol- 
ume of money in the country, but it 
would enable business men to utilize 
a jarger amount of that volume than 
they now do. 

As we have said, the arguments in 
favor of this renewed issue are irre- 
sistible, but they are and they will be 
resisted. The trouble, eVen now, with 
the element which hag insisted on the 
gold standard, is that there is too 
much money in the country. The rise 
of prices has cut down the value of 
gold with respect to some articles of 
importance—iron, for instance—in a 
way that is most scandalous and in- 
tolerable. The idea that we now have 
a fortv-cent dollar as compared with 
iron is fearful to contemplate. There- 
fore there will be no additions to the 
money supply in circulation. 

The Situation at Manila. 

The “‘round robin’’ which has been 
signed by the newspaper correspon- 
dents now with the army around Ma- 
nila cannot be ignored by the admin- 
istration. 

It is regrettable that a condition of 
affairs has been permitted to grow 
up in the conduct of the Philippine 
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action as this upon the part of the news- 
paper correspondents. When the peo- 
ple of the whole country. regardless of 
political lines, had. laid aside partisan- 
ship in order that the Am€rican army 
might not be harrassed by unfriendly 
agitation in the rear, that the admin- 
istration should have permitted such a 
state of things to develop cannot pass 
without censure. The people are entitled 
to accurate information, and in the 
absence of that for reasons of state 
they are certainly entitled to the privy- 
ilege of being kept free from false in- 
formation. It seems from the letter 
signed by the correspondents that not 
only have they been refused the priv- 
ilege of sending home the news, but 
their lettere have been taken and 
Hdoctored to suit the views of officers 
in command and in some cases the 
entire purport of such letters was com- 
pletely reversed, 

If these complaints had come from 
one or two correspondents they might 


have been explained upon the ground

of jealousy; but in the present instance 
all conflicting news agencies have sunk 
their rivalries and joined together in 
a condemnation of the conduci of the 
Philippine war, and especially of the 
dishonest censorship system which has 
been established. The agents of 
the different press associations, as well 
as the correspondents of individual 
newspapers, have all joined together 
and make common cause. It will not 
do to meet such a presentation as this 
with indifference because it is too 
strong to be met in this manner. It 
is to be hoped that President McKin- 
ley will not, as has been intimated, at- 
tempt to bolster up incompetent offi- 
cials, and thus make the war a public 
scandal and a bone of contention in 
the political arena, Whatever divis- 
ions we may have at home in regard 
to domestic matters, as well ag what- 
ever divergent views we may have in 
regard to the ultimate settlement of 
foreign questions, let us, while in the 
line of battle, present a united front 
and keep down everything which 
would savor of scandal or incompe- 
tency. Never has a president in the 
history of the country been more un- 
selfishly supported by men of all par- 
ties than has fallen to the lot of Mr. 
MeKinley. Let us, therefore, hope 
that, appreciating this universal sup- 
port, he will take notice of what the 
correspondents have said and free the 
public mind from anxiety on that 
score, 
Specimens of Persian Art. 

A recent report of Vice Consul Gen- 
eral Tyler from ‘Teheran gives an in- 
teresting story about a collection of 
Persian art now on exhibition there, 

Certain handicrafts in Persia, says 
Mr. ‘Tyler, have survived, in various 
forms and degrees of excellence, from 
a very remote antiquity. in these, 
the history, the development of the 
art, and the pictorial representation of 
the characteristics of national life are 
the chief elements in the consideration 
of the aesthetic and commercial value 
of the product. Comparatively few 
specimens of the older art industries 
are now to be found in the country 
and soon none wil! be left. The Per- 
sian designer has never, in artistic 
shape or delicacy of finish, equaled the 
Greek artist. but in brightness and 
harmony of color and in the durability 
of materials, when at his best, he has 
had few superiors. The collection that 
is to be sold, continues Mr. Tyler, con- 
sists of armor, scimitars, hunting 
knives, brass and steel work, glazed 
tiles. porcelain, brocades, embrolder- 
ies and silver coins. 

From a careful examination of the 
articles. he thinks that, with some ex- 
ceptions, they are representative of the 
best periods of Persian workmanship. 
A few specimens are probably unique 
in age and qualitv and almost the last 
examples of their kind. Mr. Tyler 
wishes the matter to be brought to the 
attention of collectors in the United 
States, and savs he will be pleased to 
answer any inquiries on the subject.

A Spanish Chevalier. 

A young Spanish grandee, the pre- 
mier peer of Spain, has lately attracted 
the attention of the nations Dy a 
course of conduct which is altogeth- 
er out of tune with modern methods. 
“Financiers” who read about it will 
either fall down in a. faint or have a 
fit of ague. 

As the story goes, this young Span- 
iard recently discovered that his name 
had been forged to a bill amounting 
to some $80,000. The forgery not only 
needed no proof, but the victim had in 
his hands the confession of the man 
who perpetrated the crime. Neverthe- 
less, the young grandee insisted on 
honoring the bill. He paid the full 
amount, taking the ground that he 
could not permit his own name and 
that of his family to dishonored, 
even though it had been written by a 
forger and a thief, 

This high and lofty ground may do 
for a Spanish grandee, but if the crime 
had occurred in any other country, the 
forger would have been “run in” in the 
most approved style. Still, there are 
exceptions. In this country if the forg- 
er had merely robbed the government 
by collusion with contractors or some- 
thing of that sort, he would have gone 
scot-free provided he had a political 
pull. This has been demonstrated in 
the case of a government engineer. 
The man has been found guilty by a 
courtmartial and his punishment fixed, 
but he has the protection of the re- 
publican administration, and _ will 
therefore go unpunished.

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A NEGRO LEADER 
AND HIS ADVICE 


Professor W. H. Counclill, the distin- 
guished negro president of the school at 
Normal, Ala., is on Booker T. Washing- 
ton’s line, and is evidently a far-seeing 
man of strong common sense, 

In a recent lecture before a Birming- 
ham audience Professor Councill gave the 
People of his race some splendid advice, 
the best and most practical that ever 
came from an American negro. 

This sensible black man does not urge 
the negroes to mingle with the whites. 
He does not want social equality and 
political promotion. He does not com- 
plain of race prejudice, but on the con- 


trary regards it as a blessing in dis- 
guise.

In his general review of the industrial 
status of the negro in the south, the 


professor says: 

“The negro in the south, in the hands 
of southern people, has advantages which 
he does not enjoy in any other part of 
our reat country. But, mark you, Il 
say the south, in the hands of southern 

ople, who are always willing to grant 

im a fair chance in the labor markets, 
and in all the industrial pursults of the 
south. 1 can truthfully affirm that the 
south is partial to negro labor. There are 
two things necessary to continue this 
partiality. First, the negro must make 
himself such a competent and reliable 
laborer as to produce a dsmand for him. 
Second, the southern white man must 
continue his preference for the negro 
laborer over and above the racial idea. 
It is our duty as leaders to do our part 
by properly educating the laboring ele- 
ment of our race—which element consti- 
tutes 9 per cent of the race. The other 
5 per cent, comprising tne professions, in 
self-protection must concern itself about 
the welfare of the ¥5 per cent. If we be- 
gin with the boys and girls, making them 
industrious, truthful, faithful in service 
and honest, we need have no fears of 
the outcome on our part.” 

This is truthful, perfectly 
the proper spirit.

It is evident that the speaker regards 
the southern whites as the best friends of 
his race, Still, he recognizes the fact 
that there is a strong prejudice against 
his color, but he takes the following view 
of it: 

“American prejudice plays an important 
part in negro opportunity. Never before 
in the history of any people has preju- 
dice had such high valuation. Instead of 
seeking admission into places of amuse- 
ment, pleasure. and instruction run by 
white people for white people, let colored 
men open up such places for their own 
accommodation and grow rich. Instead 
of knocking for admissiom into white cir- 
cies, adorn, beautify, elevate, enlarge 
negro circles and find scope for your 
broadest and most lofty ambition. Every 
saloon which refuses the negro a drink, 
every soda fountain which declines to 
serve him are voices telling him to go and 
open these places and make himselt rich. 
That negro is unwise who goes around 
asking for such accommodations among 
whites when the denial is only a friendly 
advice to open up this business for him- 
self, place his own boys and girls in po- 
sition and build up his own race by his 
own patronage. ] want my race to find 
admission wherever honest service is 
wanted and we will take care of the fun 
and pleasure places." 

When a negro leader speaks out in this 
sensible and manly way we cannot help 
respecting him, and we feel disposed to 
aid him heartily in his good work. 

Such black men as Council! will never 
have cause to complain of bad treat- 
ment in the south. All of the most po- 
tential influences of society will be on 
their side, protecting and advancing them 
in every proper line of endeavor, 

Education has not spoiled this rernark- 
able man. It has not blinded his eyes, 
as will be seen from his reference to the 
two races. He draws this striking pic- 
ture: 

“The negro can grow only by being 
tree to his own nature in his own sphere, 
as God intended. When he seeks to un- 
race himself—to run from his black skin, 
his flat nose, his think lips and flat feet— 
then he will make himself despicable in 
the eyes of other races, and deserves the 
curse of God. We cannot make a white 
man a negro, nor a negro a white man. 
God has made the distinction, and set the 
bounds of each. Each will grow strong 
and great only as it is true to its own 
nature, I honor the white man because 
he honors himself. I honor him because 
he places his mother, sister, wife and 
daughter on a platform up among the 
Stars, g@ets a thousand gatling guns, and 
decrees death to him who seeks to drag 
them down. I honor him because he 
throws his powerful arms around every 
little red-headed, freckled face, poor 
white girl and boy in the land and makes 
the way possible for them to rise in this 
world. I honor him because he does not 
go around whining and begging to be 
helped up, but by faith in his own muscle 
he cuts and carves his own destiny. Let 
the negro do likewise, according to his 
own nature, and in his own sphere, with- 
out prejudice to any, with love for all 
mankind, and he will succeed, Seize these 
opportunities, cultivate the most friendly 
relations with all men, feel a deep inter- 
est in our south land, and our deeds will 
count for something with man and God.” 


Councill is honest. He means what he 
says. With his talent and his mastery 
of both tongue and pen it would be easy 
for him to establish himself in the north 
and fill his pockets by simply pandering 
to the prejudices of the cranks and 
south haters in that section. 

In Boston he would be a star attraction, 
if he would become the willing tool of the 
malignant fanatics whvu are doing their 
best to stir up strife between the races. 

lf he wants notoriety and revenue, all 
that he has to do is to go north and sell 
himself to the successors of the old abo- 
litionists who are still waging a bitter 
warfare against the southern whites. 

But he is a man of principle. He be- 
lieves that under our Christian civiliza- 
tion there is room in this eountry for 
millions of black people, and he sees no 
reason why they should not be happy 
and prosperous, if they will live in their 
own sphere, and be law-abiding, moral, 
industrious and thrifty. 


Such negroes as Professor Councill 
would never have any trouble in any lo- 
cality in the scuth. 

They would be safe from insult and in- 
jury, and no mob would ever be tempted 
to lay violent hands upon their persons 
ur property. 

If misfortune should overtake them, 
their southern white friends would gladly 
aid them in getting on their feet again, 
and they would protect their interests as 
they do their own. 

This is no extravagant statement. It is 
supported in thousands of instances in 
the past by the friendly acts of the white 
people of this region in their déalings 
with their black neighbors. 

It may be that Councill is an optimist. 

His optimism, however, is on a more 
practical line than Bishop Turner's pes- 
simism. The bishop favors the wholesale 
colonization of the negroes in Africa. 

This is only a dream. It is out of the 
question, and it is a waste of time to 
discuss it. 


—— 


The voluntary migration of hosts of 
negroes to Cuba, Porto Rico and other 
localities under our flag may occur in the 
near future. 

In some of the far western states and 
territories there are vast tracts of land 
which would become garden spots under 
a system of artificial irrigation. The 
whites do not care to go there and un- 
dertake the work. 

Possibly the general and local govern- 
ments might offer such inducements as 
to tempt hundreds of thousands of blacks 
to settle in those regions and go to work 
to provide the necessary system of irri- 
gation in return for cash bounties and 
homesteads to be deeded to them in con- 
sideration of permanent residence and 
certain improvements. 

The arid lands of the west may some 
day be reclaimed and made productive 
iby the labor of negro settlers, 

It is a matter worth considering, and 
it might be well for the leaders of both 
races to look into it.

‘Wouldn't that be a grand feature of 
a sham ba:tle? , 

A little more than thirty-six years 430, 
two great armies met to fight the batt.e 
which should decide the fate of two na- 
tions—one, a mighty nation which had 
survived the storms of almost a century— 
the other, a nation that had lived only in 
dreams, in hope and in faith. 

It was the greates: battle of 
tury, the culmination of the 
spirit of the New World. The chivalry 
of the south met the prowess of the 
north, and the world waited breathless- 
ly. Yer more anxiously did our hearts 
wait for the decision of those three most 
awful days in history. 

Those crimson days have left their scars 
ineradicably upon our hearts. Men now 
drawing near the outermost verge of life 
c:ose thelr eyes and see the dread hor- 
ror of that time. Lis glory and its gloom 
Will fold them ‘round as in a mantle 
while memory holds the past in her ten- 
der keeping. 

To the whole nation, that past is sacred. 
The battle was lost and «he battle was 
won at the sacrifice of the heart's biood 
of the south and of the north. The tears 
of the widows and fhe orphans left by 
these terrible days have scaided their 
Way through che life of the country. To 
the spot where Reynolds fell in the dawn 
of the great battle, the north turns with 
sorrow and with love. By the sacred 
place where our noble Armistead, with 
his hand on the enemy’‘s gun, went home 
to mee: the warrior’s God, we of the 
south stand with reverent feet and souls 
filled with solemn awe. 

We do not plant weeds upon the conse- 
crated ground where sleep the loved and 
early fallen. The violets of memory 
bioom there. Over those hallowed mounds 
the fragrance of the rose ‘breathes tender 
remembrance. There «che mourning cy- 
press sheds tears of love and the immor- 
telle uplifts the heart in faith to the 
blessed reunion beyond. Thus holy would 
we Keep all the memories of our past. 

To those of us for whom the wounds 
of Gettysburg yet bleed, the suggestion 
of a mimic representa:ion of that great 
struggle brings a chill of ‘horror. Jt 
might be, as is suggested by those who 
have conceived the project, an attrac- 
tion to the visitors at the Georgia state 
fair. There is a fascination in che suund 
of guns and the flash of swords, even 
‘hough it be but in the cardboard battle 
of a melodrama, which is second only 
to the perilous enchantment of the great 
tragedy of real warfare. Those of us to 
whom the lifeblood which nourishes the 
daisies blooming royally on the grea‘est 
battieflield of the modern world was more 
precious than if it had flowed in our veins 
can but shrink from the tearing away 
of the curtain which time has thrown 
around our holiest and gaddest memuries. 

The old south has Bassed. The new 
south has wrestied from defeat a viciory 
more giorious than was ever known to 
conqueror. Yet, in the new she forgets 
not the old. Her memories are the sacred 
relic of her great tragedy. There is one 
memory which flames in lines of fire 
across the record of her sad, storm- 
blown, noble past—the memory of Get- 
tysburg. She asks «hat its glory and Its 
terror be not desecrated to make a hol- 
iday.

Meanwhile it will aid the housewife in 
designating the alum powders to remem- 
ber that all powders sold at 25 cents or 
less per pound are of this dangerous 
class, Pure cream of tartar powders 
are usually sold at from 45 to W cents 
per pound.

Interesting Testimony .in the 
Street Railway Hearing, 


WHO IS BEHIND THE SUIT? 


Mr, Hynds Declares No One but the 
State and Richardson Street Folks, 


DEFENSE'S VIEW OF THE CONSTITUTION 


Will Claim the Paragraph on Which 
Suit Was Brought Was Never 
Intended To Affect Street 
Car Companies—New 
Feature of Case. 


The commissioners’ hearing in the case 
of the state vs. the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company et al., was continued 
in the offices of Payne & Tye, Equitable 
building, yesterday morning. The de- 
fense introduced «hree witnesses—J. A. 
Hynds, one of the attorneys for the state, 
and O. 8. Nunnally and E. F. Shropshire, 
citizens having property interests adja- 
cent to ‘Richardson street. 


The defense continued its tactics of a*- 


tempting to show that parties other than 
the state and the ‘Richardson street citi- 
gens were really behind «he suit. Mr. 
Hynds proved the most important wit- 
ness of the morning, ‘Mr. King question- 
ing him closely regarding “the contract 
between the Richardson street people and 
their lawyers, and the connection Morris 
Brandon, atiorney for the Georgia E.ec- 
tric Light Company and the Coilins Park 
and Belt Rallroad Company, had with the 
tiling of the ill. 

Mr. Hynds most emphatically demied 
that anyone but Richardson street citi- 
zens was behind the move, claiming their 
sole motive was to protect their property 
interests. Tne attempted. to 
show by ‘Messrs. Shropshire and Nunnal- 
ly that they never contemplated taking 
the case to the governor for suit in the 
coun:s. Both these gentlemen swore they 
had empowered their attorneys to take 
any steps they might see fit for the pro- 
of their interests. 

It seems from Mr. Nunnally’s testi- 
mony «hat he wdas-the first to start the 
movement among the Richardson street 
citizens. He stated he saw in The Con- 
stitution where the Atlanta Railway had 
applied to take up its Richardson street 
tracks, and immediately went to see sev- 
eral of his nieghbors relative to starting 
some organized movement to go before 
the council and ask that the petition be 
refused. Mr. Nunnally stated the citizens 
were in hope that «he matter would end 
with the council, but deemed it wise later 
to take the fight to the courts. 

The lawyers for the defense announced 
they would take no further .estimony in 
the case for the present, and consequent- 
ly there wil] be no hearing this morning. 
A number of witnesses summoned for 
tne defense have never been examined, 
and it {is probable the commissioner will 
be called on to take more testimony be- 
fore the hearing before Judge Candler, 
Augus; 2d. 

Position of the Defense. 


The defense has closely guarded its 
real position in the fight. It has examined 
a number of witnesses before the com- 
missioner, but its paramount object 
seems <.o have been to prove that the 
Richardson street ci-izens and the state 
were not really behind the suit. In fact, 
Mr. King, for the defense, announced at 
the beginning of the commissioner's hear- 
ing, they were going to show that inter- 
in Atlanta an agonistic to the At- 
ianta Railway and Power Company oth- 
er than the parties named in the bill had 
really inspired the prosecution. The ques- 
tion of const.tutiona! Violation, there- 
fore, on which the sul: was brought, has 
not so far been mentioned by the defense. 

In view of the evident purpose of the 
defense as above forth, much inter- 
est is being manifested to know what 
effect it would have on the case even if 
{it were shown «that the Georgia Electric

Just as the patrol wagon arrived Cob- 
bins made a break and was soon dash- 
ing down the street like a race horse. 

The crowd, headed by Abbert and 
Hewitt, gave chase, and the excitemen* 
ran high for awhile. 

Hewitt drew a pisto] and fired five shots 
at the fleeing burglar, for the purpose of 
making him stop. At every crack of the 
pistol Cobbins yelled and leaped into the 
air like a Kangaroo. 

The negro began to show signs of 
weakness, and he at last stopped and 
cried ou: 

‘Don't shoot any more, I is yer pris- 
oner.”’ 

Officer Albert closed in on the negro 
and took him in charge. 

The house that Cobbins burglarized was 
unoccupied, the family being out of the 
city. The officers have had much trouble 
recently by unoccupied houses being en- 
tered by thieves, the rogues watching for 
such opportuni.ies to do their work. 

When Cobbins was taken to the police 
barracks he showed signs of the jong 
and fast run he had made. He was pant- 
ing and weak, and remarked: 

“I b’live I is most dead.’ 

The officers say theve is the clearest 
kind of a case against the negro. A 
state case was entered against him, and 
he will be sent «o jail today to await a 
trial for burglary.

Do Better Still. 


Cowes, Isle of Wight, July 08.—On the 
actual difference in the times of the 
Shamrock and Britannia at the various 
points and the times at the finish of to- 
day’s races, it does not appear that the 
Shamrock has a great chance of winning 
the America’s cup. These signs, 0w- 
ever, may be deceptive. It was the up:n- 
ion of those who close*y watched the 
race from the steamer following the 
vachts, that the Shamrock was never 
pushed to her utmost in today’s trial, and 
that Mr. Fife, the designer of the yacht, 
who practically engineered the contest on 
behalf of Sir Thomas Lipton, merely de- 
sired to ascertain whether the Shamrock 
could show the Britannia a clean pair of 
heels. He had no desire, however, to 
let every one into the secret of the actual 
merits or best speed of the challenger. 
Confirmation of foregoing opinion is found 
in the fact that while the Britannia car- 
ried every possible stitch of canvas, the 
Shamrock was’ running before the wind 
from the Nab lightship to the Solent bank 
Huoy, and only had her jib headed with 
the topsail instead of the clubd topsall, 
like the Britannia, and that on the broad 
reach home from the Solent buoy the 
Shamrock lowered her jib topsail, which 
would. have been of material assistance 
had her skippers really wished to show 
her at her best.

sopreme Court Hands Down Decision 
Sustaining Verdict. 
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WAS A 20-YEAR SENTENCE 


Milam Killed Man Named Perry and 
Pleaded Self-Defense. 


Rime TOOK PLACE CHRISTMAS DAY 
A Strong Fight Was Made for the 
Life of Prisoner Before Judge 
Candler.

John Milam, who was convicted at the 
March term of the Fulton criminal court 
for the murder of a young man named 
Perry, Jast Christmas day, and sentenced 
to ten years in the penitentiary, was re- 
fused a new trial by che supreme court 
yesterday. 

The decision was hanijed down with a 
baich of others yesterday morning, the 
frst the court has rendered in several 
weeks. 

Milam has been awaiting a new trial 
in the Tower for some time, but he will 
now be taken from there and sent to the 
penitentiary, unless his attorneys find 
some way to get a hearing in an attempt 
to save him from his long term. 

The fight between Milam and Perry, 
which resulted in the death of the latter, 
was a very determined one. The two 
men met in a disreputable house on 
Madison avenue, and a quarrel arose, in 
which one of the women was engaged. 
The men came to blows, and fought the 
length of the house, down a stairway and 
into the yard at the back of the house. 

Perry, it is alleged, had a dangerous 
weapon, which he attempted to use on 
Milam, when the latter fired the fatal 
shot. Perry walked to the sidewalk and 
a short distance up it when he fell, :iving 
only a few minutes. 

Milam’s plea was self-defense. The 
jury brought in a verdict of involuntary 
manslaughter, and Judge Candler set- 
tenced him to ten years. The case was 
appealed to the supreme court for a new 
trial, and the decision made is as follows: 

When the solicitor general in argu- 
ing a criminal case to the jury con- 
tended for the existence of certain 
facts to which no witnesses had 
sworn, it was not ground for new 
trial that the judge allowed him to 
proceed, over objections to defendant's 
counsel, after the solicitor had ex- 
pressly disclatmed making such state- 
ments as the testimony of any wit- 
hess, but stated that it was simply 
his conclusion from the evidence. 

Where. during the concluding argu- 
ment of the solicitor general of the 
state, there !s a dispute between him 
and the defendant's counsel as to 
eertain testimony, it is not error for 
the judge to allow each one of the 
counsel to give his version of the evi- 
dence, the court thereupon instructing 
the jury that they must determine 4s 
to which of the attorneys was right. 
The absence from court of the sten- 

wzrapher' at the time was sufficient 
reason for the court’s not granting a 
motion of defencant'’s counsel to have 
tte stenographic report on the subject 
,%ad to the jury. 

Jt was not error requiring a new 
tr.al to admit testimony of sayings of 
tlae deceused, a few minutes after he 
was shot. to the effect that he be- 
lieved he was killed, and that the 
defendant shot him. Even if such 
sayings were not part of the res 
gestae, they work no harm to the de- 
fendant in this case, since it was not 
on the trial of a controverted issue of 
fact as to whether or not the defend- 
ant did the killing. 

There was no error in the court’s 
permitting state's counsel after con- 
clusion of the defendant's evidence to 
prove incriminating statengnts of the 
defendant by a witness who had pre- 
viously been examined ir. chief for the 
state. Allowing either party ina 
criminal case to reopen his case by 
introduction of further testimony is 
within the discretion of the _ trial 
judge, and there is no abuse of such 
discretion in this business. 

The newly discovered evidence in- 
sisted on as a ground for a new trial 
being cumulative in its nature and 
relating to a matter about which a 
number of uncontradicted witnesses 
testified for tha defendant, consti- 
tutes no vaiid ground for. setting 
aside the vigcict. 

In the light of the entire charge of 
the court, which fairly and _ fully 
covered the i2sues involved, there was 
no error in any of the portion thereof 
complained g. by plaintiff in error 
authorizing a new trial. The verdict 
of voluntary manslaughter was fully 
Sustained by the evidence.

JOURNEY OF 


M. FREDERICK WERNER. 


M. Frederick Werner is the name of the 
young Yale graduate who ts now probably 
making one of the most unique trips heard 
of in this section in some time. It seems 
rather paradoxical that this young man, 
of one of the best families in New York, 
having sufficient of this world’s goods to 
keep him from working the balance of his 
days, should travel in freight cars and 
second class, in the steerage of ships, and 
do the most menial kind of work. Nev- 
ertheless that is the mission Mr. Werner 
is attempting, and the idea originated in 
a most peculiar manner. 

Mr. Werner is a lawyer and political 
economist. He read with much interest 
the articles entitled ‘‘TDhe Workere,”’ that 
recently appeared in one of the leading 
magazines. Immediately after the recent 
boat races, in which Yale met such disas- 
trous defeat at the hands of Harvard, 
Mr. Werner made a wager with some gen- 
tlemen friends that he could leave New 
Haven July 2d and arrive in Guatemala, 
Central America, October Ist, earning his 
sustenance and his traveling expenses 
solely by his intellectual and physical la- 
bor. He was not to start with a cent in 
his pocket, was not to accept charity of 
any character and was to study particu- 
larly the race problem in the south. 

Mr. Werner left New Haven at the ap- 
pointed date, and the first thing he did 
was to get a job of sweeping out a freight 
car. He earned a small sum in this way, 
and finally managed to work his way to 
New York. Here he took a steamer for 
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Charleston. En route he was a steerage 
passenger, often stoking or doing any job 
on the ship, even to washing dishes, for 
his passage, In Charleston he delivered a 
lecture in Aldine hall on “‘The First Lap 
of My Trip."’ A good crowd was present, 
and he made enough out of the lecture to 
pay his passage to Augusta. 

In Augusta he did all sorts of odd jobs 
and delivered a lecture on ‘“‘Zangwill and 
Kipling.’’ This was also well attended, 
and the papers spoke well of the effort of 
this unique but clever young traveler. 
He came here from Augusta Monday af- 
ternoon. He met two gentlemen on the 
train and secured the job of carrying their 
luggage to their hotel. For this he got a 
dollar. He then wandered out Peters 
street and made a small pittance by 
sweeping out a store. He has letters of 
introduction to several prominent citizens 
and paid The Constitution a,visit yester- 
day in company with Mr. Byck, the se- 
nior member of the wel!-known firm of 
Byck Bros. Mr. Werner is an exceeding- 
ly polished and well dressed young man, 
and it is ceadily seen that he is a perfect 
gentleman in every sense. He treats his 
travels as a good joke, and declares he will 
win his wager. -He will remain in Atlan- 
ta long enough to make sufficient money 
to put him in New Orleans, where he will 
earn enough to pay his way to Central 
America,

The affair lasted, so the witnesses state, 
from 11 o'clock in the morning until 6 
o’clock in the afternoon, when a police 


officer was sent for to look after the man 


on the top of the pole. 

Those who rent offices in Temple Coi}t 
say that about 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing a lineman climbed up the tall pole 
at the corner of Pryor and Alabama streets 
and entered the cage on the platform near 
the top of the pole. 

Several people saw 
whisky from a bottle, and some of the 
witnesses say that he drank more than 
a quart in a few hours. 

The people watching him became ap- 
prehensive for his safety and crowds saw 
him from the windows of Temple Court. 

The man, it is told, finally went to sleep 
and laid down on the bottom of the 
cage. He moved or rolled about in his 
sleep and once or twice came near falling 
off 


The situation became thrilling, and 
those who viewed him grew nervous and 
excited. s 

“That man ought to be waked up, 
said a gentleman in one of the offices, and 
this was agreed ta. 

Small books, pamphlets, newspapers and 
other missiles were thrown at the man 
asleep on top of the pole, but he would 
not wake.

Every moment is was expected he would 


a horrible death. 

The people shouted at him and threw 
more missiles, but still be slept. 

The exciting affair lasted until nearly 6 
o'clock in the afternoon, when it is said 
the man awoke, and as a bracer toox 
another drink. 

This was too much for the excited state 
of the nerves of the spectators and a tele- 
phone message was gent to the police 
barracks for an officer. The message gaid: 

“Come quick for a man is on top of a 
telephone pole drunk and he is about to 
get killed.’’ 

Call Officer Beavers went to the scene 
and he found the man, or rather saw the 
man, on top of the pole. But there was 
no way for the policeman to make an ar- 
rest unless he climed the pole. He didn’t 
have on his climbing clothes, so he yelled 
to the man to come down. 

A large crowd had collected at the bot- 
tom of the pole in the street and the 
windows of the surrounding buildings 
were fliilled with excited and anxious spec- 
tators. They wanted to see the man come 
down, and yet they thought the moment 
he attempted to make the descent he 
would lose his balance and be hurled to 
death. 

Finally the man yelled back at the po- 
liceman that he was coming down. Many 
of the spectators shut their eyes. 

The man opened a ee in the 
bottom of the cage he climbed 
down as easily as if he was walking on 
the earth. 

“You are drunk,” said,the officer to 
the man, and the man replied: 

“No, I ain't either,” and walked off 


down the street. 


DENIES CONVICT’S 
SENTENCE I$ UP 


Colonel Goodloe Yancey Explains the 
Report from LaGrange. 


SAYS JUBE POOL ESCAPED 


When Captured He Was Sentenced 
To Serve Entire Time. 


THINKS COPY OF SENTENCE NOW AT DABE 
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Colonel Yancey Asserts That There 
Was No Error in Work of the 
Prison Department. 


The report from LaGrange, Ga., stating 
that a negro convict, Jube Pool, was being 
kept in the state penitentiary two years 
after the expiration of his sentence, was 
emphatically denied yesterday by Colonel 
Goodloe Yancey, secretary of the prison 
commission of Georgia. 

The negro claimed he had entered the 
penitentiary in 1892 on w five-year sentences 
and that his time was more than out. 

It was asserted that the copy of the 
sentence, which is requfredtoaccompany a 
convict when he !{s sent to the peniten- 
tiary, was not to be found and had prob- 
ably been lost. Colonel Yancey explained 
that the negro had been sentenced in 1892, 
but escaped, and consequently lost the time 
which might have been deducted from his 
sentence on account of good conduct. 

The escape was made in June, 1895, and 
it was in November, 1897, before he was 
recaptured. He was taken at that time 
to Dade and tried for escape, and when 
sent back to the penitentiary consequent- 
ly had to serve out the balance of his 
original sentence, less the good behavior 
time, which he lost and an additional 
sentence. 

As the case now stands, Jube Pool will 
not have served his sentence until Feb- 
ruary, 1901, and instead of being held in 
the penitentiary for two years over time, 
he has some months yet to serve before 
the sentence of the court will have been 
satisfied. 

Colonel Yancey explains the absence of 
the copy of the sentence in the office of 
the prison commission by saying that at 
the trial of Pool at Dade, after his re- 
capture, the copy was sent there to be used 
in the trial and has not a& yet been re- 
turned. It is probably now among the 
reports at Dade. 

A letter from LaGrange which makes an 
explanation concerning the misunder- 
standing about the sentence, was yester- 
day received by Colonel Yancey. The 
communication is from W. L. Cleveland, 
clerk of the Troup county superior court. 
It is as follows: 

Goodloe Yancey, Esq., Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: T have this morning learned 
that Jube Pool escaped from peniten- 
tiary after he was entered, and that 
only about two years ago was recap- 
tured. This doubtless» explains the dif- 
ference in date of sentence and date 
of entry, as per your record. Only 
learned this by making inyuiry after 
examining the records and mailing you 
certified copy of sentence. If necessary 
can get the facts as to who arrested 
when he broke out of penitentiary, etc. 
Yours truly, W. L. CLEVELAND, 

SG ws. 

In speaking of the case, Colonel Yan- 
cey had the following to say: 

“Jube Poole was received in the penl- 
tentiary in 1892, and had he served his 
sentence would have received a credit of 
eleven months for good behavior. He, 
however, escaped in June, 1895, and was 
not recaptured until November, 1897, there- 
by losing his credit of good time. In 
November, 1897, he was tried and convicted 
of an escape and received an additional 
sentence and his making up the time he 
was out as an escape runs his time to 
February, 1901. So it seems that the al- 
leged error does not lay in this office. 
The criminal is not serving two years 
over his time and no great injustice has 
been done him. 

“On the other hand, the clerk of the 
Troup county superior court is a little 
premature in jumping at conclusions in- 
stead of investigating and finding out the 
facts before rushing into print trying to 
show blame in the prison department. 

“The clerk has subsequently written 
me saying he has since learned that Jube 
had excaped and was only recently re- 
captured. When you consider that the 
penitentiary rolls contain some 2,300 men 
and hundreds are going in and out each 
year, I think the records of the depart- 
ment are remarkably freefrom errors. The 
date November, 1897, represents the date 
of the sentence for escape of the convict.’ 
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COOLER WEATHER COMING. 


Yesterday Was Warm, but Not So

GIVEN TASTE OF 
AMBRICAN COURTS 


Provisional Court Is Established in 
Perte Rico. 


BEGAN BUSINESS THIS MONTH 


Is Similar Institution to the United 
States District Courts. 


GENERAL DAVIS HAD ORDER ISSUED 


Copies of the Order Have Reached the 
United States and Are of Un- 
usual Interest. 


A United States provisional court has 
been established for the military depart- 
ment of Porto Rico. The court was cre- 
ated by command of ‘Brigadier General 
Davis, the departmental commander, and 
the general order, which is numbered 88, 
was issued by Colonel W. P. Hall, the de- 
partmental adjutah: general, on June 
27th. The order instructed the officers of 
the court to begin holding sessions on 
July ist, and it is presumed that by this 
time the provisional court is in full sway 
in the department. 

The general order has reached the 
headquarters of the department of the 
guif in this city, and it is an interest- 
ing document. It is printed both in Span- 
ish and in English, and gives full instruc- 
tions both as to the duties of the judi- 
Clal power of the court and of.the duties 
of the court officials. 

An extract of the order, embracing its 
Salient points, ts as follows: 

“In view of existing and steadily in- 
creasing legal business requiring judicial 
determination, which does no: fall within 
the jurisdiction of the local insular 
courts, such as smuggling goods in eva- 
sion of revenue laws, larceny of United 
States property. controversies between 
citizens of different states and of foreign 
States, violation of the United States pos- 
tal laws, etc., etc., and pursuant to au- 
thority from the president of the United 


States, conveyed by indorsement Qf April 
14, 1899, from the acting secre'ary of war, 
and after ful conference with the su- 
preme court and members of the bar of 
the island, a United States provisional 
court is hereby established for the de- 
partment of ‘Porto Rico. 

‘The provisional power of the provis- 
ional cour: hereby established shall ex- 
tend to all cases which would be properly 
coginzable by the circuit or district courts 
of the United States under the constitu- 
tion, and to all common law offenses 
within the resirictions hereinafter spec- 
ified. 

‘Article 3, section 2, paragraph 1 of the 
constitution is as follows: 

‘The judicial power shall « xtend to all 
cases in law and equity, arising under 
this constitution, the laws of the United 
Sates. and treaties made, or which shall 
be made, under their authority; to all 
cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers and consuls; to all cases of ad- 
mirality and maritime jurisdiction, to 
controversies to which the United States 
shall be a party; to controversié¢s be- 
tween two or more states; between a 
state and citizens of another state; be- 
tween citizens of the same state claiming 
lands under grants of different states, 
and between a state, or the citizens 
thereof, and foreign states, citizens or 
subjects. 

“The decisions of said coun. shail 
follow the principles of common law and 
equity as established by the courts of the 
United States, and its procedure, rules 
and records shall conform as nearly as 
practicable to those observed and kept 
in said federal courts. Its terms and 
places of sitting shall be fixed by the 
court as such times and places as may be 
most convenient for the parties litigant 
and to insure the expeditious transac- 
tion of business. 

‘The provisional court shall consist of 
three judges, one of whom _ shall be 
Known as the law judge, and «he other 
two as associate judges, one United 
States district attorney, one marshal, one 
clerk, three deputy clerks, one stenog- 
apher and reporter, one interpreter, one 
bailiff and janitor, and one messenger. 
The law judge shall preside and shall 
determine ard decide all xechnical ques- 
tions of law. A majority vote of the 
bench shall determine ail questions of 
fact. The jury system may be introduced 
or dispensed with in any particular case 
in the discretion of the court. 

“All lawyers practicing in the provis- 
ional court who are unfamiliar with the 
English langugae shail be permitted, 
upon application, to use their own inter- 
preter when addressing the court. 

“In accordance with the provisions of 
paragraph 5, of this order, the following 
appointments are announced «o take ef- 
fect July 1, 1899: To be law judge, Noah 
Brooks Kent Pettingill; to be provisional 
United States attorney, J. Marlburg 
heedy, 

“The following officers are hereby de- 
tailed on the svecia] duty set opposite 
their respective names: Major Eugene D. 
Pimmick, Fifih United States cavalry, 
Major Earl D. Thomas, Fifth United 
States cavalry, associate judges of the 
United States provisional court; First 
Lieutenant Robert Alexander, Eleventh 
United S:ates itnfantry,clerk of the United 
States provisional court; Private Samuel 
C,. Bothwell, troop D. Fifth United 
States cavalry, is detailed on special duty 
as marshal of the United Sta‘es provis- 
jona}] court. The necessary deputies will 
be detailed in subsequent orders. The 
officers named will proceed to San Juan 
and report to the adjutant general of the 
d- partment.’ : 

The other provisions of the order de- 
scribe «he judicial power of the court.

This ambition on 
the part of country girls to leave their 
homes and undertake new industrics nas 
caused a general depreciaticn of woman's 
the farm, and in conse- 
quence an increase of ignorance as to 
the best and mest modern methwds of 
ecnducting that part of the farm work 
which is left to the women. 

To rem@dy tthis deplorable mistake 
on the part of covntry women as 
nobility of the work which their place 
of habitation demands of them, there 
has been established in England an in- 
stitution in which the daughters of 
Englishmen are taught all the depart- 
ments of work that exist on the farm. 

This trainng school has been founded 
by the countess of Warwick and is 
called the Warwick hostel. It offers the 
advantage of university culture as well 
as the practical lessons out of doors. 
It includes among its students some who 
must educate themselves as a means of 
support, and others who wish to under- 
take the management of their own es- 
tates with a comprehension of the de- 
tails of every department. 

There is imparted to the pupils a thor- 
ough knowledge of the cultivation of 
every vegetable, flower or tree that could 
possibly adorn garden or lawn, and the 
arts of the dairy, the preparation of 
honey, ete., and the care of poultry are 
given an equal share of attention. 

To recall to the minds of country girls 
the arts which their long estrangement 
from them—in desire, at least—have caus- 
ed them almost to forget, is a work 
which, within the past few vears, has 
heen encouraged in this country as well 
as England: and it is certain that in the 
future. when the education of women in 
farm industries is such as to warrant the 
bestowal of such responsibility, farmers 
and gardeners and the owners of large 
estates will naturally employ for the 
contro! of their outdoor work these wo- 
men who are competent as a result of 
systematic training to conduct the opera- 
tlons of such properties in the most ap- 
proved manner.

Is Said To Have Inclination To Ac-

HE WILL SUCCEED DR. |. T, TICHENOR 


Announcement Will Occasion Sur- 
prise, as It Was Not Known He 
Was Being Considerei. 


Dr. F. H. Kerfoot, of Louisville, was 
yesterday morning elected secretary of 
the home mission board of the Southern 
Baptist jconvention, succeeding Dr. I. 
T. Ticheror, who has been the record- 
ing secretary of the board for more than 
seventeen years. 

The action of the members of the board 
in electing Dr. Kerfoot to the position 
wil] occasion great surprise among the 
members of the denomination, as the 
board has kept its entire proceedings se- 
cret and the members are even now un- 
willing to admit that the position of sec- 
retary has been offered to Dr. Kerfoot. 

It has been learned, however, that he 
was in the city yesterday, having ar- 
rived Monday night, and yesterday morn- 
ing, it is said, he appeared before the 
home mission board upon the request of 
its members, Dr. Kerfoot has been for 
more than a quarter of a century identi- 
fied with the Southerra Baptist Theologi- 
cal seminary, of Louisville, and during 
the greater part of the time has held the 
chair of systematic theology. 

It is reported that he stated vesterday 
to the members of the board that he felt 
& great inclination to accept the 
tion of secretary here in Atlanta, but that 
he could make a definite reply to 
their proposition until he had tendered 
his resignation as a member of the fac- 
ulty of the seminary, should he decide to 
do so. It is the opinion of the members 
of the board that there is very 
doubt but that Dr. Kerfoot will accept 
the secretaryship of the board, which 
Will locate him in this during 
time that he holds the position. 

Behind the announcement of the selec- 
tion of Dr. Kerfoot is the story of a 
former election, and later a repudiation 
of it, which is very interesting. The home 
mission board of the Southern Baptist 
convention has members in all states and 
territories in the south and also in Cu- 
ba. lt was this board that first intro- 
duced mission work into Cuba, Dr. Diaz 
being the first missionary ever sent there 
by the board. The story of the oppo- 
Sition he met with is well known. 

Th eboard handles about $175,000 every 
year and is considered one of the most 
important organizations in the Southern 
Baptist church. Of it, Dr. Henry Mce- 
Donald, of this city, is president, and 
there is a vice president from every 
southern state and territory and from 
Cuba. The local members of the board 
are W. W. Landrum, Dr. L. G. Brougn- 
ton, Rev. R. L. Motley, Dr. T. P. Bell,

Of this board for the past seventeen 
years Dr. I. T. Tichenor, of Atlanta, has 
been corresponding secretary, and M. M. 
Welch has been the office secretary, al- 
though not for so long a period. The 
service of Dr. Tichenor is well known. 
He has done as much as any member of 
the Baptist denomination to build up the 
board, and afl members of the Baptist 
church in the south knowing of this work 
done by Dr. Tichenor, feel an_ interest 
both in him and in his welfare. Person- 
ally, there is not a more loved or re- 
spected minister than Dr. Tichenor, and 
he has a large following. 

It was reported to the members of the 
Southern Baptist convention, it is said, 
when that body met last May in Loulis- 
ville, that Dr. Tichenor was failing in 
health and was desirous of relinquishing 
his position as secretary. The conven- 
tion appointed a committee to investigate 
the matter, and this committee recom- 
mended that Dr. <C F. MeConne!l, of 
Lynchburg, Va., a very prominent Bap- 
tist divine, be elected secretary of the 
home mission board, with Dr. Tichenor 
as the associate secretary. The entire 
matter was then referred to the mem- 
bers of the home mission board of this 
city with power to act, it is said. 

The board directly after the conven- 
tion had adjourned appointed a commit- 
tee, it is learned, to report upon the mat- 
ter. This board, it is said, found that 
Dr. Tichenor did not desire to give up 
his position this year, but the commit- 
tee was under the impression that he 
would not offer for re-election next year. 
In consequence of this belief Dr. Tich- 
enor was not made associate secretary, 
as the convention suggested, but was 
elected the senior secretary of the board, 
while Dr. McConnel] was elected to the 
position of associate secretary, both with 
salaries of $1,500. 

The members of the board in consulting 
with Dr. McConnell frankly told him, it 
is said, of the intended resignation of Dr. 
Tichenor, and Dr. McConnell is said to 
have been promised the permanent pos!- 
tion,of secretary, when Dr. Tichenor re 
signed. But Dr. Tichenor had never in- 
tended resigning, and the impression that 
he had so signified is said to have been 
erroneous. 

After he had been elected senlor secre- 
tary with Dr. McConnell as his associate, 
the rumors of his forthcoming resigna- 
tion reached him, and to settle the mat- 
ter Dr. Tichenor is said to have an- 
nounced through a Baptist journal that 
he was under no pledge to resign and 
would not do so unless he saw fit. Then 
Dr. McConnell is said to have made a 
plain statement, in wit¥ch he said that 
he had accepted the position of associ- 
ate secretary under the belief that he was 
to be senior secretary at the next elec- 
tion. 

This state of affairs was too much for 
the members of the board, and at a re- 
cent meeting, said to have been held a 
little more than one week ago, the home 
mission board reconsidered its former elec- 
tion, Dr. Tichenor was no longer senior 
secretary, Dr. McConnell was no longer 
associate secretary, and the board found 
itself in exactly the same position, it 
tf; gaid, as when the Southern Baptist 
convention adjourned. The session of the 
board at which the elections were re- 
considered is said to have been stormy. 
The board is said to have remained in 
sesssion behind closed doors until the 
early morning hours. 

The committee appointed prior to the 
first election to suggest candidates for 
the positions, was reappoirmted, and the 
entire work was done over again. The 
result of the labors of this committee be- 
came known yesterday morning, when 
Dr. Kerfoot is said to have appeared 
before the board. 

Dr. Kerfoot was unanimously elected 
secretary of the home mission board at 
a salary of $2,500 annually, and Dr. Tiche- 
nor was unanimously elected secretary 
emeritus with a salary of about $1,200. 

| Dr. Kerfoot left the city last night for 
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his home in Louisville, and will repiy 
definitely to the board within a few days. 
His connection with the Southern Baptist 
Theological seminary has brought him 
prominently forward in religious circles 
and he is recognized as one of the ablest 
pulpit orators and one of the brainiest 
men in the ministry of the south. 

When Dr. William H. Whitsitt resigned 
from the presidency of the seminary re- 
cently the name of Dr. Kerfoot was be- 
fore the Southern Baptist convention for 
the presidency, but he was defeated by 
Dr. E. Y. Mullens, who is now the head 
of the institution. Dr. Kerfoot is about 
forty-tive years of age and his advent into 
the circle of Atlanta ministers will be 
welcome news to his admirers here.

When the solicitor general, 
in arguing a criminal case to the jury, 
contends for the existence of certain facts 
to which no witness had sworn, it was 
not ground for a new trial that the judge 
allowed him to proceed, over objection of 
defendant’s counsel, after the solicitor had 
expressly disclaimed making such state- 
ment as the testimony of any witness, 
but stated it was simply his conclusion 
from the evidence.
